Morris  0.  James,  the  friend  and  wise  counselor  of  every 
conscientious  student,  the  kindly  adviser  to  those  needing 
advice,  the  attentive  listener  to  any  who  demand  a  part  of  his 
time  in  any  worthy  cause — who  among  us  that  has  spent  four 
years  under  his  guidance  and  direction  has  not  felt  that  in 
this  man  we  have  found  all  of  these  qualifications  and  more? 
Berkeley  High  is  a  large  school  of  its  kind,  and  its  peculiar 
situation,  being  in  a  University  town,  demands  that  it  fulfill 
two  missions.  It  must  prepare  thoroughly  all  those  wishing 
to  enter  higher  institutions  of  learning,  here  or  elsewhere.

To  ful- 
fill these  purposes  and  accomplish  the  desired  end  requires  the 
highest  executive  ability  as  well  as  the  highest  personal  quali- 
fications that  can  be  secured  in  any  man.  We  of  the  alumni 
in  reviewing  our  four  years  spent  in  Berkeley  High,  are  proud 
to  express  our  appreciation  and  acknowledge  publicly  that  in 
Mr.  James  we  have  found  a  man  whose  ability  and  qualifica- 
tions are  such  as  are  demanded  in  a  principal  of  this  school. 
He  is  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  all  clean  sports,  and  many 
a  time  has  preserved  the  financial  credit  of  the  student  body 
with  local  merchants  by  personally  covering  any  deficit.  We 
hope  the  present  student  organization  will  never  allow  this 
to  happen  again.

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The  Berkeley  High  School  —  Its  Future 

By  MORRIS  C.  JAMES 

The  many  questions  asked  by  the  pupils  now  in  attendance, 
and  by  those  of  the  grammar  schools  who  contemplate  entering 
the  high  school,  make  it  proper  at  this  season  to  make  a  brief 
statement  as  to  the  plan  for  the  future  management  of  this 
institution. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  school  in  1880  it  has  offered 
courses  in  those  academic  subjects  usually  given  in  such 
schools.  But  gradually  an  opinion  lias  arisen  that  something 
more  than  a  literary  course  should  be  offered.  The  reasons 
given  for  this  opinion  may  be  .stated  briefly  as  follows  :  ( 1 )  The 
desire  of  many  worthy  citizens  that  the  pupils  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  gain  some  familiarity  with  things  that  are  called 
practical,  in  order  that  such  pupils  may  be  aided  directly  in 
their  future  efforts  to  gain  a  livelihood;  (2)  the  belief  of  many 
that  a  study  of  the  practical  along  with  the  theoretical  will 
develop  more  fully  the  moral  and  mental  side  of  the  growing 
human  being. 

The  Board  of  Education,  after  considering  the  subject 
carefully,  decided  that  a  school  for  the  teaching  of  a  trade  alone 
would  not  be  needed  in  Berkeley  for  some  time,  but  that  the 
reasons  given  for  the  belief  that  manual  training  work  would 
assist  greatly  in  the  moral  and  mental  development  of  the  pupil 
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were  strong  enough  to  justify  the  making  of  an  earnest  cam- 
paign for  the  establishment  of  a  school  in  which  "practical" 
things  might  be  taught  in  conjunction  with  some  literary  sub- 
jects. 

The  Board  was  assisted  by  the  civic  organizations  of  the 
town,  with  the  result  that  money  was  secured  for  the  erection 
of  good  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  new  subjects 
to  be  taught. 

After  a  serious  discussion  the  Board  decided  that  the 
usual  custom  of  separating  literary  and  manual  training  work 
by  placing  each  in  a  different  school  would  not  he  followed 
here ;  that  instead  of  this,  all  work  of  high-school  grade  would 
be  done  in  one  institution  called  "The  Berkeley  High  School." 

Expansion  without  separation  is  the  purpose  that  the 
authorities  have  in  mind.  In  other  cities  there  are  schools  in 
which  some  academic  studies  are  offered  in  conjunction  with 
manual  training,  but  these  schools  are  defined  by  the  prefix, 
"Manual  Training,"  or  "Polytechnic." 

"The  Berkeley  High  School"  is  to  offer  manual  training, 
commercial  and  academic  courses  side  by  side.  Or  better,  the 
plan  is  to  combine  the  several  courses  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
permit  the  student  of  classics  to  include  some  part  of  the  other 
courses  in  his  daily  schedule,  and  to  permit  the  student  whose 
main  work  is  in  the  manual  training  line  to  study  some  portion 
of  the  literary  course.  One  school  with  several  departments  is 
the  plan. 

It  is  intended  that  all  departments  shall  receive  the  sup- 
port of  the  authorities  and  of  the  teachers,  and  that  an  earnest 
and  honest  effort  be  made  to  create  an  interest  in  all  and  a 
belief  in  the  worth  of  all. 

It  is  well  to  remind  the  pupils  that  the  work  to  be  done  in 
the  manual  training  department  is  not  primarily  industrial, 
but  educational.  Those  who  have  had  long  experience  in  such 
work  believe  that  it  aids  greatly  in  imparting  habits  of  thor- 
oughness and  accuracy,  which  have  a  good  influence  on  all  other 
subjects.  Furthermore,  work  of  this  kind  often  helps  a  pupil 
to  determine  what  his  occupation  in  life  shall  be. 
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But,  though  the  work  is  uot  to  be  "primarily  industrial," 
it  is  evident  that  it  should  be  a  means  of  developing  the  pupil 
for  the  duties  of  practical  life.  While  it  is  not  intended  that 
the  pupil  be  taught  a  trade,  yet  the  practical  work  will  certainly 
shorten  the  apprenticeship  of  those  who  expect  to  learn  a  trade. 
To  those  who  expect  to  engage  in  the  practical  professions,  the 
course  should  give  confidence  and  ease  in  the  handling  of  in- 
struments. For  the  mechanic,  the  miner  and  the  engineer  the 
course  is  extremely  valuable. 

In  order  to  further  the  plan  of  expansion  without  separa- 
tion, a  new  auditorium  has  been  built  for  the  use  of  all  depart- 
ments. This  hall  will  be  used  as  a  means  of  keeping  the  school 
united.  Programs  for  student  meetings  will  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  together  the  whole  student  body  for  the 
discussion  of  topics  of  common  interest. 

Again,  the  arrangement  of  the  several  buildings  and  of  the 
rooms  for  the  different  subjects  taught  will  furnish  a  practical 
means  of  uniting  the  several  departments. 

There  will  be  corridors  or  halls  connecting  the  buildings 
with  one  another,  thus  uniting  the  separate  structures  m  one 
whole. 

No  one  building  will  contain  a  complete  "school"  in  itself. 
The  science  work  for  all  pupils  will  be  done  in  one  building, 
the  English  and  foreign  languages  in  another,  etc. 

There  will  be  a  main  office  in  the  new  science  hall.  From 
this  office  there  will  be  telephonic  connection  with  other  offices 
in  the  several  buildings. 

Here  is  opportunity.  Every  pupil  should  welcome  the 
chance  to  expand  his  knowledge  and  experience.  The  future 
seems  fair.  Good  buildings  with  proper  equipment  mean  much. 
But  the  worth  of  an  institution  is  not  in  its  buildings.  Let  all 
work  together  to  make  the  school  a  model  for  truth  and 
honesty,  so  that  we  may  be  known  for  these  qualities,  and  not 
for  the  fine  house  in  which  we  live.

We've  been  four  years  reaching  this  second  goal  post,  and 
now,  with  even  the  last  lap  behind  us  and  a  good  half-year  be- 
tween ourselves  and  the  next  to  cross  the  string,  we  are  going 
to  sit  down  in  the  shade  of  our  hard-won  post  and  look  back 
over  our  course. 

It  is  pleasant  to  laugh  in  the  shade  when  the  strenuous 
part  is  done.  So  forget  "low  Latin/'  "middle  math*'  and

to  be  used. 

Hospitable  Allston  Way  opened  lier  doors  to  us,  and  in 
three  churches,  an  office  and  two  school  buildings  we  passed 
our  first  transition  period,  and  became  no  longer  "Scrubs," 
but  Juniors. 

Not  until  our  high-junior  year  did  we  return  to  our  old 
quarters,  and  we  were  glad  to  be  back.  We  had  been  "out  on 
the  road"  long  enough  to  appreciate  one  roof,  the  furnace  and 
no  midway  mud. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Low  Juniors  we  gave  a  dance  to 
the  Middlers  and  Seniors,  so,  you  see,  '09  has  done  everything 
in  accordance  with  B.  H.  S.  traditions,  and  a  few  things 
beside. 

During  these  months  came  the  pleeasures  of  the  one  ses- 
sion, but  they  did  not  last,  and  on  into  our  middle  year  we 
passed. 

In  the  fall  of  '07,  as  in  the  spring  before,  Berkeley  carried 
away  the  victory  in  both  the  A.  A.  L.  and  B.  0.  L.,  the  last 
time  with  relay  records,  and  how  much  of  this  we  do  not  know 
was  due  to  the  '09  men  who  in  their  preceding  rallies  began 
to  entreat  their  fellows  "to  get  behind  the  team,"  as  their 
predecessors  had  done  before  them,  and  to  the  '09  girls,  tucked 
away  as  they  were  in  the  stuffy  gallery  among  hundreds  of 
others,  applauding  with  spirit  (and  it  took  real  spirit  up 
there) . 

Not  only  was  this  year  marked  with  activities  outside 
of  the  school.  A  movement  was  begun  within,  down  Ioav  in  the 
basement.  The  motor  power  of  higher  learning  was  prepared 
and  served  to  the  hungering  student.  This  system  has  been 
so  greatly  improved  that  during  the  last  month,  in  the  thirty 
minutes  preceding  twelve,  luncheon  is  announced  in  every  room 
in  the  main  building,  by  a  menu  which  eye  cannot  see  and 
ear  cannot  hear. 

Senior  year  has  been  a  full  one.  Class  meetings  have  been 
more  frequent  because  more  necessary.  The  funds  of  our 
treasury  have  represented  the  voluntary  support  of  the  class, 


as,  contrary  to  custom,  we  have  had  no  assessment.    Early  in 
the  term,  true  again  to  tradition,  we  had  our  successful  pie 
sale.    The  class  spirit  of  our  boys  was  never  shown  to  better 
advantage.    Xext  came  the  class  jinks,  held  in  the  basement- 
an  innovation  and  quite  the  jolliest  affair  of  the  year. 

Our  activities  have  not  been  entirely  without  fruit,  and 
the  Senior  Class  is  proud  of  whatever  part  it  took  in  the 
drawing  up  and  passage  of  the  new  charter. 

In  the  annual  Faculty-Senior  baseball  game  we  hope  we 
did  not  discourage  that  august  body,  for  they  have  games  in 
the  future,  stretching  on  into  infinity — it  was  our  last.  The 
girls'  candy  sale  on  the  held  netted  the  treasury  in  dollars 
twice  the  score  the  boys  piled  up  on  the  diamond. 

The  Girls'  Jinks,  like  the  "Anarchist  Club,"  were  most 
exclusive,  so  we  cannot  all  remember  their  joys;  but  who  in 
the  class  will  forget  our  jolly  "Picnic"  and  the  Senior  Show? 

A  few  weeks  and  the  new  auditorium  awaited  us,  so  we 
gaily  danced  away  the  last  night  together  at  our  Senior  Ball, 
and  then,  under  the  copper  dome  of  the  new  building,  we,  the 
first  class,  graduated. 

As  for  the  Olla  Podrida,  the  one  link  which  binds  us  both 
to  the  alumni  and  to  the  undergraduates,  we  feel  we  have 
carried  it  through  a  successful  year,  and  we  hold  it  now  but 
long  enough  to  say : 

Here's  to  the  Class  of  Xineteen-nine,  to  what  we  were, 
what  we  are.  but  heartiest  of  all,  to  what  individually  we  are 
to  be.

Through  the  past  year  the  necessity  for  a  new  and  im- 
proved Constitution  lias  been  keenly  felt.    In  accordance  with 
this  need  a  new  system  of  government  has  been  drawn  up  and 
established  through  an  election,  as  the  law  of  the  school.  The 
committee  appointed  to  draft  this  new  document  was  com- 
posed of  the  following  members:    Miss  Evelyn  Steel.  Miss 
Miriam  Clapp,  Mr.  E.  O.  James.  Mr.  Edwards.  Mr.  Clark.  Ray 
Randall.  John  Sloan  and  the  President  of  the  student  body  as 
an  ex-officio  member.    The  work  of  the  committee  has  been  led 
by  Mr.  E.  0.  James  and  Mr.  Edwards.  Mr.  James  in  particular 
having  contributed  a  large  share  of  his  time  and  energy.  Be- 
cause of  the  interest  evinced  by  these  faculty  members  the 
school  has  been  presented  with  a  Constitution  which  no  pupil 
or  combination  of  pupils  could  possibly  have  produced.  It 
stands  as  the  result  of  mature  judgment  and  deep  considera- 
tion and  should  be  greatly  appreciated  by  every  member  of  tic 
student  body.    The  earnest  and  conscientious  efforts  of  Mr. 
James  and  Mr.  Edwards  to  bring  about  the  improvements  are 
not  to  be  forgotten.    Their  work  affects  the  general  well-being 
of  the  school  far  more  vitally  than  a  great  many  of  us  realize, 
and  as  time  passes,  the  value  of  their  assistance,  tendered 
voluntarily  and  unselfishly,  will  become  more  and  more  evi- 
dent.   The  school  owes  them  a  debt  of  gratitude  which  it  will 
find  very  difficult  to  repay  and  which  will  grow  greater  as  the 
school  becomes  more  familiar  with  the  product  of  their  en- 
deavor. 

We  have  a  new  Constitution,  but  our  work  is  far  from 
being  completed.   We  have  yet  to  put  it  into  action  and  eradi- 
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cate  existing  evils  by  forcibly  applying  its  new  principles.  An 
inoperative  law  is  worse  than  no  law  at  all.  A  committee  may 
draft  a  good  "paper  constitution,"'  but  a  committee  cannot  in- 
sure the  success  of  the  new  system  if  a  disinterested  and  list- 
less attitude  prevails  throughout  the  student  body.  It  is  abso- 
lutely imperative  that  the  pupils  arouse  themselves  and  reso- 
lutely maintain  the  Constitution  as  an  operative  law  or  the 
wTork  of  the  committee  will  be  for  naught.  Earnest  and  capa- 
ble officers  must  be  elected  and  the  members  at  large  must  see 
to  it  that  those  officers  perform  the  duties  prescribed  for  them. 
A  democracy  is  successful  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
sincere  and  intelligent  interest  evinced  toward  it  by  its  cit- 
izens. And  so  it  will  be  in  regard  to  our  student  organization. 
Every  pupil  should  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  each  article 
of  the  Constitution,  and  the  actions  of  the  Executive  Board 
and  of  each  officer  should  be  closely  watched  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain whether  or  not  the  provisions  of  the  document  are  being 
adhered  to.  There  is  no  longer  any  excuse  for  the  existence 
of  a  gulf  between  the  officers  and  their  constituents,  for  the 
students  have  been  given  every  opportunity  and  encouragement 
to  intimately  associate  themselves  with  the  management  of 
their  own  affairs,  and  if  at  any  time  such  a  gulf  should  be  evi- 
dent the  cause  will  lie  in  an  inexcusable  apathy  on  the  part 
of  the  constituents.  We  are  not  all  athletes,  but  we  must  all 
learn  to  be  good  citizens,  so  let  those  of  us  who  are  interested 
in  no  particular  activity  turn  our  attention  toward  the  affairs 
of  our  own  government  and  we  shall  find  that  we  greatly  profit 
thereby.  Let  us  remember  that  interested  and  intelligent  cit- 
izens make  capable  councilmen  and  officers  and  that,  with  the 
new  system  of  nomination,  there  is  no  reason  why  any  boy  or 
girl  should  remain  in  the  background.  The  experience  gained 
from  active  participation  in  school  politics  is  certain  to  be  of 
great  value  in  an  educational  way,  and  at  the  same  time  affords 
an  opportunity  of  gaining  the  respect  of  one's  fellow  students. 
We  will  go  farther.  It  is  the  duty  of  each  to  take  this  interesr, 
for  we  can  not,  we  must  not  again  permit  the  foundation  of  our 
school  life  to  decay.   We  must  preserve  it  firm  and  stable.  Our 
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school's  honor  is  our  honor  and  we  injure  ourselves  if  we  shirk 
the  responsibilities  of  good  fellowship.  Let  us  stand  together, 
let  us  enter  into  our  own  self-government  in  order  that  we  may 
render  our  organization  an  institution  of  which  we  may  be 
proud.

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One  of  the  most  important  factors  in  our  school  life  is  the 
school  paper.  In  considering  the  history  of  our  school  paper 
the  first  thing  that  draws  our  attention  is  its  name — Olia 
Podrida. 

The  mime  is  of  Spanish  origin  and  it  means  a  favorite 
Spanish  stew  made  of  many  ingredients,  metaphorically,  any 
miscellaneous  collection.  From  its  name,  Olla  Podrida.  it  can 
easily  be  seen  that  the  paper  was  meant  to  represent  all 
branches  of  school  activities,  that  all  students  might  bring 
their  scraps  of  different  materials,  to  be  seasoned  by  the  trained 
hand  of  the  editor  and  turned  out  in  such  style  as  to  satisfy 
the  wants  of  its  readers. 

At  first  the  paper  started  on  a  small  scale  and  was  pub- 
lished twice  a  month.  In  August,  1895.  advertisements  were 
placed  by  themselves  in  the  paper  and  the  paper  was  enlarged. 
The  Olla  Podrida  improved  materially  under  the  early  editors 
and  soon  became  a  good-sized  paper. 

The  final  edition  of  June,  1905,  edited  by  Charles  Phillips, 
is  deserving  of  mention  both  for  its  artistic  and  literary  excel- 
lence. 

The  story  of  the  Olla  Podrida  from  its  beginning  has  been 
a  series  of  successes,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  incoming 
staff  and  those  succeeding  will  meet  with  the  loyal  support  of 
the  entire  school  and  build  up  a  paper  that  will  hold  its  place 
in  the  pages  of  High  School  History. 


The  noon  concerts  have  been  going  on  now  for  a  year  and 
a  half,  and  have  proved  that  they  fill  a  real  need  in  school 
life — especially  during  bad  weather.  The  effect  on  the  stu- 
dents was  shown  by  the  program  of  Mr.  Frank  Carrol  Giffen, 
which  consisted  of  seven  songs  of  the  highest  class.  A  year 
ago  they  could  not  have  stood  such  a  test,  even  with  such  a 
singer.

Ainslee  Campbell  proved  himself  an  excellent  and  efficient 
track  captain  and  showed  fine  judgment  in  the  management  of 
his  team,  besides  doing  his  share  in  the  point-winning  and  being

the  fastest,  most  reliable  relay  man.  Calvin  Holmes,  a  former 
student  of  ours,  gave  valuable  assistance  to  our  team  and 
aided  in  their  training.  Philip  Keating  was  also  always  on 
hand  to  give  assistance  to  the  fellows,  and  acted  as  assistant 
manager.  The  team  herewith  wishes  to  express  their  thanks 
and  appreciation  to  them  both. 

The  Big  "C"  Relay  Carnival  of  April  3rd  gave  us  a  chance 
to  exhibit  our  two  crack  relay  teams.  The  half-mile  team, 
Scott,  Kern.  Woods  and  Capt.  Campbell,  won  easily  in  the  fast 
time  of  1 :34  3-5 — three-fifths  second  from  U.  S.  Interscholastic 
record,  and  a  race  run  for  the  first  time.  The  mile  team,  Dew- 
ing, Wyekoff,  Harlowe,  Scott  and  Capt.  Campbell,  won  easily 
over  Oakland,  though  the  time  was  slower  than  last  year"s 
of  3 :26. 

On  April  14th,  at  St.  Mary's  College  Path,  we  had  our 
first  dual  meet  with  Oakland  in  seven  years.  We  had  a  fine 
team.  Our  fellows  seemed  in  the  best  of  condition,  and  our 
chances  were  even,  if  not  better  than  Oakland's.  Vilas,  how- 
ever, was  out  of  the  meet  on  account  of  illness,  and  Campbell 
wrenched  bis  back  in  the  oil.  thus  depriving  us  of  points  in  the

hammer  and  further  points  in  the  50.  Smith,  after  winning 
the  880,  was  disqualified  on  a  foul,  which  fact  threw  us  out 
five  more  points.  As  it  was,  the  score  was  sixty-eight  to  sixty- 
three  in  Oakland's  favor,  and  Oakland  won  the  trophy  cup 
ottered  by  H.  Morton,  the  Oakland  jeweler. 

On  Saturday,  April  24th,  in  one  of  the  most  closely  con- 
tested meets  in  the  history  of  the  B.  0.  L.,  Berkeley  won  from 
her  old  rival,  Oakland,  by  one-half  poinr — this  one-half  point 
being  gotten  by  a  tie  for  third  in  the  50-yard  dash.  The  final 
score  was,  Berkeley  431/'o  to  Oakland  43. 

In  this  meet  Captain  Campbell  won  the  100-yard  dash  in 
the  fine  time  of  10:1,  tying  the  B.  C.  L.  record.  Kern  won 
both  hurdles ;  in  the  120-yard  hurdles  he  lowered  the  B.  C.  L. 
record  from  16 :3  to  16 :1,  and  beat  both  the  record  holders. 
Hupp  and  Maclise,  in  the  220-yard  hurdles. 

In  the  Stanford  Interscholastic  meet  of  May  1st  Berkeley 
stood  a  good  chance  of  winning.  However,  Campbell's  wrench- 
ed back  told  on  him  in  the  100-yard;  Kern  did  not  come  up  to 
expectations,  and  Scott's  weak  side  gave  way  on  him  in  the 
last  lap  of  the  relay,  just  as  he  was  about  to  overtake  Lowell's 
man.  Smith,  though,  easily  won  his  half-mile  in  2:5:4,  run- 
ning his  usual  heady  race.  Woods  took  third  in  the  100- 
yard  after  a  poor  start  and  hard  race.  Brophy  tied  for  third 
in  The  pole  vault.  Kern  took  a  close  second  in  the  220-yard 
hurdles. 

On  Saturday  night,  May  8th,  during  a  banquet  at  the 
Forum  Cafe,  given  by  several  of  the  students  in  honor  of  the 
track  team,  Marion  Scott  — "Scottie" — was  unanimously  elect- 
ed to  captain  next  year's  team.  "Scottie"  is  a  man  to  be  de- 
pended upon,  and  much  success  is  looked  forward  to  and 
wished  for  his  team.

In  the  first  place  we  left  the  mine  too  late,  then  spring 
departed  too  early,  and  finally,  Death  Valley  is  not  the  ground 
to  be  caught  loitering  on  in  summer.

The  traveling 
was  rather  stupid  until  Frenchie  Marceau  pointed  backwards 
To  the  Panamints,  over  which  hung  a  gray  cloud,  betokening 
a  rising  sand  storm.  The  only  answer  Avas  a  quickening  of 
my  step.  From  time  to  time  we  both  looked  back  anxiouslv. 
hut  throughout  the  afternoon  the  dust  cloud  hung  so  motion- 
less Unit  at  nightfall,  when  we  had  arrived  at  the  springs,  we 
ceased  to  think  of  it. 

The  burro  was  watered;  we  made  our  camp  fire  of  the

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journey  ahead.    That  night  we  met  our  first  set-back. 

I  had  barely  fallen  asleep  when  I  awoke  with  Frenchie 
Mareeau  shaking  me.  I  sat  bolt  upright,  to  be  met  with  a 
blast  of  stinging  sand  driven  into  my  face.  Then  I  realized 
the  present  danger  and  instinctively  dodged  towards  the  burro 
to  see  if  it  was  fast.  Together  Ave  persuaded  the  beast  to 
lie  down,  secured  our  blankets  to  its  back  as  a  shelter  and 
crept  in  between  it  and  the  storm. 

The  sand-laden  winds  whizzed  around  and  over  us.  It  was 
as  if  we  had  come  before  the  glass-maker's  fiery  blow-pipe. 
The  storm  eddied  and  whirled  for  a  night  and  at  morning  the 
winds  were  still  driving,  and  into  the  forenoon.  At  noon 
they  began  to  quiet. 

As  soon  as  we  saw  the  end  we  rose  up  and  struck  out. 
We  could  not  stay ;  our  food  would  not  last  us,  so,  after  a 
night  of  little  rest,  at  noon  we  began  a  journey  that  would 
take  us  into  the  morning  hours  of  the  next  day. 

The  sun  beat  hot.  It  must  have  been  a  hundred  and  eight- 
een or  twenty.  The  June  days  were  on,  days  of  sun-strokes 
and  madness.
